Commencing  this  fall  the  Mc- 
Cune School  of  Music  and  Art 
will  be  a branch  of  the  School  of 
Fine  Arts,  Brigham  Young  Univ- 
ersity. This  is  the  second  addition 
to  BYU  this  year,  the  LDS  Bus- 
iness College  in  Salt  Lake  being 
the  first  branch  acquired  by  the 
University. 

Courses  taught  at  McCune  will 
consist  of  both  college  and  non- 
college. College  level  courses  will 
receive  full  BYU  credit  a,nd  will 
conform  with  the  same  classes 
taught  on  the  BYU  campus  in 
Provo.

Textbooks  for  the  coming  quar- 
ter can  be  obtained  at  the  book- 
store through  the  new  self-service 
system,  the  only  system  of  its 
kind  in  the  intermountain  West. 

Started  to  relieve  the  congest- 
ion and  delay  usualy  accompany- 
ing the  quarterly  scramble  for 
texts,  the  self-service  method  will 
enable  nearly  two  hundred  stud- 
ents at  a time  to  search  for  books. 

Special  arrangements  have  been 
made  to  put  books  within  easy 
reach,  and  clear  labeling  on  the 
shelves.  Beside  the  information 
posters  in  the  store,  instructions 
concerning  the  location  of  the 
books  will  be  obtained  at  regis- 
tration and  from  the  professors 
of  each  class.  •

Students  Head  for  Fieldhouse 
As  Fall  Registration  Begins 

Brigham  Young  University's  77th  annual  registration  began  this 
morning  in  the  fieldhouse  with  a record  enrollment  expected,  accord 
ing  to  registration  officials. 

Registration  will  continue  through  Saturday  lor  all  regular  stu- 
dents  in  reverse  alphabetical  arrangement. 

Over  3000  freshmen  and  new  students  arrived  on  campus  last 
Monday  to  begin  a four-day  ori- 
entation period  of  testing,  and 
although  tabulation  of  figures  is 
not  complete,  the  freshman  class 
is  expected  to  be  the  largest  in 
the  history  of  the  university. 

A new  registration  procedure  is 
being  inaugurated  this  year  with 
the  aid  of  recently  installed  IBM 
machines  which  will  speed  the 
sign-up  of  students.  Old  style 
class  cards  have  been  abolished 
in  favor  of  machine-prepared 
cards. 

White  class  cards  will  be  issued 
students  for  each  class.  After 
final  approval  of  classes  by  the 
counseling  service  or  deans,  regis- 
trants will  write  their  student 
numbers  in  the  upper  left  corner 
of  the  cards.  A yellow  Teachers’ 
card  issued  will  be  used  by  in- 
structors in  making  up  class  rolls. 
Students  will  sign  only  their 
name  on  it.  A third  card,  called 
a student  number  card  will  show 
the  permanent  serial  number  for 
the/ student  while  at  BYU.

New  Students 

All  new  students  at  Brigham 
Young  University  are^  required  to 
make  an  appointment  for  a com- 
plete physical  examination  in  con- 
nection with  their  registration, 
Dr.  Vasco  M.  Tanner,  student 
health  program  director,  announ- 
ced today. 

Dr.  Tanner  emphasized  that  it 
is  most  important  for  students  to 
make  every  effort  to  keep  their 
appointments.  If  a student  is  un- 
able to  keep  his  original  appoint- 
ment, he  will  be  given  another. 
If  he  fails  to  keep  the  second 
appointment,  he  will  be  fined  one 
dollar  and  given  a third  chance. 
If  the  third  appointment  is  not 
kept,  the  student  will  be  fined 
another  dollar  and  expelled  from 
the  school. 

Health  Service  facilities  have 
been  expanded  to  keep  pace  with 
the  growing  studentbody  and  the 
dispensary  is  equipped  to  handle 
virtually  all  routine  health  prob- 
lems of  students.  A registered 
nurse  will  be  on  duty  at  all  times 
during  the  regular  school  term. 

Dr.  Ariel  L.  William,  native  of 
Ephraim,  will  head  the  clinic  this 
j^ar.  Others  on  the  staff  include 
Dr.  John  R.  Bourne,  full-time 
staff  doctor;  Dr.  Wilford  Woolf, 
forenoon  st^f  doctor;  Dr.  Jesse 
Weight,  night  calls  and  emergen- 
cy work;  Mrs.  Vera  L.  Mason 
head  nurse;  and  Elsie  Mae  Pat- 
tetson,  laboratory  technician. 

The  school  is  responsible  for  all 
student  injuries  received  in  the 
line  of  school  duties  and  activities 
or  while  commuting  to  and  from 
school.  However,  first  aid  will  be 
administered  for  any  and  all  in- 
juries, regardless  of  the  circum- 


stances under  which  they  are  re- 
ceived, Dr.  Tanner  said. 

If  a student  requires  any  treat- 
ment which  is  not  available,  at 
the  health  center,  he  should  come 
to  the  health  center  for  author- 
ization to  get  sjpecial  drugs  or 
care  from  other  places  and  the 
school  will  be  responsible. 

Students  should  present  their 
activity  cards  to  obtain  benefits 
from  the  health  program.

CATS  FACE  NEW  MEXICO  IN  SKYLINE  OPENER 


COUGARS  AIM  VENGEANCE  AT  LOBOS; 
PRIME  FOR  CONFERENCE  CLASHES

The  Skyline  conference  football 
schedule  for  the  1952-53  season 
will  be  officially  opened  for  the 
New  Mexico  Lobos  and  the  BYU
